2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-5 and 10-79 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Stefik (U. S. Patent 5,715,403). 

As to claims 1-5 and 10-79, Stefik teaches generating new licenses and assigning various usage rights to the digital works (see abstract 
and column 18 line 25 - column 26 line 35 and Figs. 14, 18). 



Claims 6-9 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Stefik (U. S. Patent 5,715,403) in view of Fung et al. 
(US 2003/0144869 A I). 

As to claims 6-9, Stefik teaches the invention substantially as claimed. Stefik does not explicitly teach providing dynamic licenses. 
However, Fung teaches providing dynamic licenses (paragraphs 34-35). 



Claims 6-9 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Stefik (U. S. Patent 5,715,403) in view of Takahashi et 
al. (US 2004/0102987 Al). 

As to claims 6-9, Stefik teaches the invention substantially as claimed. Stefik does not explicitly teach providing dynamic licenses. 
However, Takahashi teaches providing dynamic licenses (Figs. 1 1-16). 

Claims 1-79 the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can be 
made or used in industry. 
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
